A L ittle G irl C arried O ut OiTe r L ake 
M ichigan by Toy llallo o u s. 
Chicago, August 18th —Little two-year- 
old Sophie Schwab involuntarily became a 
balloonist to-day and was waited high np 
over the broad bosom of Lake Michigan. 
A rifleman’s skill saved the child’s life. The 
exciting incident took place at Sheffield 
Park, and was witnessed by 15,000 pic­ 
nickers. 
An Italian peddler of toy balloons at­ 
tempted to serve two purchasers at once 
and in doing so let go his siring of bright- 
colored globes. The cord got twisted about 
Sophie’s left arm and also In her hair, and 
the bouyant rubber bubbles started heaven­ 
ward taking the youthful aeronaut along. 
Sophie s mother shrieked and fainted 
while the bystanders stood horror-stricken, 
scarcely breathing, as the balloon swept 
close to a large oak tree and the infant 
grssped a handful of twigs and checked 
her flight. A muscular young German 
was ascending the tree in an instant, and 
then crept oat on a branch. 
At this 
moment Sophie’s puny strength give out 
and the balloon, suddenly released, went 
again upward at least 1,000 feet, drifting 
them out over the lake. 
Gus Koch, a sharpshooter who was at­ 
tending the picnic with his repeating rifle, 
hurriedly jumped into a skiff with two 
companions and pulled out into range. 
Koch succeeded in piercing several of the 
balloons successfully. Each shot destroyed 
its buoyancy and it began to descend. Be­ 
fore it tiualiy reached the water a boat was 
at the spot and little Sophie didn't even 
get her feet wet.

BOULANGER'S I’KOSFKCTS. 


a Very 
T h e B ra v e G e n eral Said to !>< 
P ru d e n t M an. 
N ew Y o r k , August ISth.—The S’ig:'.- 
cable front Loudon says that Get;,ral Bou­ 
langer, who is the guest of Lord Delaware, 
at Backhurst Park, in Sussex, dees not fear 
being taken back.to France, since the onlv 
extradilionabie crime of which he has been 
convicted is misappropriation of funds, and 
under the English law if he is extradited 
for that offense he cannot be punished for 
a political one. 
The general verdict of Europe is that he 
is politically dead. 
He cannot return to 
Paris in any circumstance shortof a revolu­ 
tion without the sentence of the high Court 
of justice being visited upon him. 
One of his followers in Paris tells a cor 
respondent of the Time? that the General’s 
condemnation only- assists his cause, and 
outlines his future policy as this: "He 
will come secretly to Paris, spread a mys­ 
terious watchword among the population, 
spptpr on horseback some tina morning at 
a point unknown to the police or the Gov­ 
ernment, but known to his supporters, and 
follow»d by a mob like that of the Garo de 
Lyon, overwhelm in an hour the head­ 
quarters of ihe Government in Paris. He 
will take possession of the Elysee. the 
Chamber of Deputies, the Senate, the Hotel 
de Vtlle and the Ministers, and will be 
master of Paris.” 
But the brave General is also a prudent 
General, and there is little danger that he 
w ill take the risk. Nevertheless, Parisian 
detectives have been sent to Dover, Folke­ 
stone and other towns along the coast to 
report his departure in case he should at­ 
tempt to enter France. 
Boulanger received the news of his sen­ 
tence while at dinner with Lord Delawarr, 
just as he was c-ugaged with the grouse ho 
nad shot himself. 
He smiled over the news and said that 
it would only give the French people 
another proof of the animus of his enemies, 
nut i; was noticed that bis dinner was 
spoiled, and that with all his self-command 
he was unable to conceal his anxietv and 
despondency. 
It is worthy of D ote that the Imperialists 
and Orleanists are outspoken in their ad­ 
miration for Bonlanger, while the Borm- 
portists are c.trefnliy effacing themselves to 
make wav for their new ally. The Count 
of F-ris is reported to have said: ‘ Send me 
twenty-five Boulangists to the next Cham­ 
ber,” aua the name of toe General was 
greeted with louder cheers than that of 
Prince Albert Victor at the great Imperial­ 
ist banquet at the Hotel Wapam in Paris 
ou Thursday evening.

T h e B ig g est B a n q u et o f M odern Tiuios 
H eld at P a ris Y esterday. 
P aris, August 18th—The municipalily 
of Paris gives a little dinner at the Palace 
de l’lndustrie, to which 15,000 persons will 
sit down. The dinner is given to the pro­ 
vincial Mayors, who number 13,000, and 
the Deputy Town Councilors and journal­ 
ists who will sit down with them to the 
number of 2 000 more. All day to-day 
ninety-five cooks, with 100 assistants, have 
been at work, and they will be at work all 
day to-morrow. 
They will have to provide 600 gallons of 
soup. 125 gallons of sauce, 0.600 pounds of 
fish, 3,400 pounds of beef, 600 ducks and 
1,200 geese. 
The guests will be waited upon by 1,000 
waiters and forty butlers. The number of 
plates required will be 80.000, and if piled 
up they would attain a bight of 6 000 feet. 
There will be 15,000 bottles of clatet, 1 800 
Of Madeira, 4.500 of pmnard and 4,000 of 
champagne. They will be kept cool in six 
tons of ice. 
The mav onnaise sauce was made yester­ 
day. Two tlionsaud eggs were used for it, 
and. it is stored in three barrels. The 1,200 
geese, which are to he served up cold, and 
the ducks, which will be made up into pat­ 
ties, were put on the spit this afternoon. 
The 30,000 rolls will be baked at the last 
moment.

A po lit ic a l club of San l-'rancisco has 
petitioned the President to surround the 
transit Chinese by such regulations as 
w ill assure the country that the declared 
rig h t of these people to cross the conti­ 
nent, en route to and from th eir own 
country, will not be used as a means of 
evading the Restriction Act. 
T here need 
be no fear that this will not be done. 
We 
have already stated our belief th at the re- 
sliipm ent of these passengers, or tourists, 
could be safely left to the passenger car­ 
riers of the country, since self-iuterest and 
obligation conspire to make them solicit­ 
ous for the enforcement of the law—it is 
not to their interest th a t the R estriction 
A ct should 1-e evaded. 
If th a t is done, 
they know th at the inhibition of transit 
w ill follow, under legislative direction, 
and thus the profit of the carriage of these 
people will be cut off. 
But, in addition to 
this im portant factor, we have the regula­ 
tions already announced for the entry and 
deportation of the Chinese. 
Still further, 
we have the assurance of the integrity of 
the chief executive officer of th e nation, 
who has already aud repeatedly demon­ 
strated th at he is alive to the obligation 
of his duty to see the laws enforced. 
I t is 
sim ply inconceivable th at President H ar­ 
rison will stand idly by and see the R e­ 
striction Act violated by subterfuge or 
otherwise. 
It was, therefore, unnecessary 
for the Iroquois Club to petition him to 
enforce the law, and to take precautions 
to prevent itsinfringem ent. The club very 
well says in its petition that the passage of 
th e Act, and the affirmation of its constitu­ 
tionality by the Suprem e Court of the 
U nited States has settled the Chinese 
question and that its wisdom is no longer 
in issue. 
I t having now been definitely 
settled that under the relations existing 
between the U nited States and the Em pire 
of China, the right of transit exists for the 
people of the latter, it is the part of wis­ 
dom to make w hat we can out of th e m at­ 
ter, and at the same tim e prevent the right 
being made a means of evasion of the law 
lim iting the im m igration of the Chinese. 
For over th irty years these O rientals that 
have had residence in this nation have 
been shipping away from th e country the 
money they have made in it. 
T he transit 
of some of these people wiii compel them 
to leave some money w ith us, and to re­ 
turn at least a portion of th at carted away 
in the past. 
I t is far better to see to it 
th a t the tourists cross the continent under 
our own carrier regulations to insure de­ 
portation, than to perm it the transporta­ 
tion of the passers to be turned over to the 
lines of travel competing w ith our own, 
and over which we can exercise no sort of 
control to require them to insure the re­ 
shipm ent of the Chinese, and whom they 
can turn loose ujion our border if so 
minded. 


T h e press is borrowing a good deal of 
useless trouble over the question w hether 
or not the Federal Courts have jurisdiction 
of the case of Nagle. 
Of one thing there 
can be no dispute, the Federal Courts have 
the right to issue writs of habeas corpus 
for the purpose of inquiring into the ques­ 
tion w hether a citizen is unjustly re­ 
strained of his liberty. 
It will be tim e 
enough to consider the other m atter, when 
it arises. 
T hat Nagle is entitled to be 
adm itted to bail, no one will seriously 
deny. 
The killing of T erry by him was 
of a character, and under circumstances 
th a t clearly entitle the prisoner to be ad­ 
m itted to bail, since it was lacking in 
those essential elements of prem edita­ 
tion, m alignity, forethought w ith intent 
to commit murder, and vicious motive. 
I t was justifiable homicide, if ever there 
was such a case. 
It was the act of an 
officer in the discharge of his sworn dutv,- 
and in fulfillment of his instructions 10 
protect the life of a Justice of the Supreme 
C ourt of the Nation from menace and as­ 
sault for action taken by that Justice while 
in the discharge of his duty. 
T he effort 
to enkindle a State’s R ights feeling in the 
case of Nagle is unworthy. 
The Federal 
Courts are not disposed to infringe any of 
the rights of a S u te of the Union. 
If 
they take the case in hand, it will I* be­ 
cause of the clearly established right to 
deal w ith the officers of their bodies for 
acts done w ithin the line of duty as such 
officers. 
So far as the im m ediate m atter 
of Nagle's removal from Stockton is con­ 
cerned, that was effected under a w rit of 
habeas corpus th at issued as a m atter of 
rig h t th a t no one should question. 
It is a 
new and dangerous doctrine surely to as­ 
sert that a Federal Judge must refuse to 
issue his w rit to inquire into the detention 
of a citizen, no m atter who holds him in 
custody. 
I t has not before been denied or 
even questioned, and it is certainly not 
conducive to the preservation of the lib­ 
erty of the citizen, that the right and duty 
of the Judge should be challenged a t this 
late day.

tions. 
T he tru th is, th at there are as 
many happy short acquaintance marriages 
as there are of long and weary courtship 
unions. 
The modern girl may well stand 
upon her right to be sought after, and 
wooed and wou in the good old way. 
But 
is there anything in the im m igration 
proposition to bar the sweet and tantaliz­ 
ing courtship, the coy reserve and the 
blushing consent at the last? 
Does the 
M ayor of Tacoma ask th e New England 
surplus to throw itself at the head of 
youth and manhood in the N orthw est? 
By no means—the Mayor 
of Tacoma 
simply communicates a bit of tru th for 
the information of the M ayor of Boston, 
and if the latter has been so indiscreet as 
to let the cat out of the bag, is th at any 
reason why the surplus should not avail 
of cheap fares and summer it out West, 
and if all is to its liking, rem ain w ith the 
over supply of m asculinity on these occi­ 
dental shores ? 
Certainly not. 


M r. S. M. A lle r to n , of Chicago, has 
been writing to the Inter-Ocean upon the 
railroad question, and w hile dealing in 
some error gives utterance to many truths. 
For instance,‘the essayist is sound when he 
says: 
The people in their great haste to regulate the 
railroads forgot to protect them by not preven- 
iug ambitious men building parallel roads to 
sell to the old roads, thus making an expense of 
two roads to do the business of one. 
T hat is, the doctrine of competition has 
been carried to an unreasonable extent, 
and even the G overnm ent itself has fos­ 
tered and stim ulated it by aiding lines in 
competition w ith roads that 
m ust be 
crippled in consequence, but from which 
the Government exacts the full nerferm- 
ance of obligations possible only when the 
debtor roads are enjoying the advantages 
of full earning capacity. 
Again, after 
stating th e proposition th at an excessively 
low rate is dangerous to the stability of 
markets, and th at w hat the country most 
needs are uniform and reasonable rates, he 
adds: 
If the people have th e right to regulate rail­ 
roads they are bound tt> protect them . The in­ 
terstate com m erce law hail this end in view, 
but failed to give railroads any protection. Had 
all the roads lived up to the law the railw ay 
business would have been the greatest monopoly 
in this country. The great tru n k lines did try 
to live up to th e law . W hen rebates were 
stopped all goods were shipped by the great 
through lines, for tim e w as money. The w eaker 
roads bad no business. Thu law w ould not 
allow the strong lines to protect th e w eak ones 
and the weak lines had to go back to giving re­ 
bates or to some underhanded m ethod until 
thev thought of the differeulial plan, which 
m ade th e interstate com m erce law useless. 


ALONG THE PACIFIC COAST. 


S te v e n s, the cyclist, lias made a com­ 
plete “bungle” of his expedition in search 
of Stanley. 
H e confesses failure, and is 
m aking his way home. 
T he most he did 
was to attach him self to the caravan of 
Dr. Abbott, who was sent out by the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution at W ashington to study 
the botany and make colle*tions of the 
flora of and the entomology of interior 
Africa. 
Stevens stuck to Dr. Brown like a 
leech, and never made so much as a day of 
exploration on his own account. 
H e has 
done about as much, indeed, as any one of 
the dusky water-carriers of Dr. Brown’s 
expedition m ight have done towards dis­ 
covering the whereabouts of Stanley. As 
a bit of newspaper enterprise, the New 
Y ord World m ust feel th at its discovery 
scheme has resulted hum iliatingly. Stevens 
tagged on to the Brown caravan until it 
penetrated the M’sai country, when it 
turned back, having accomplished all the 
doctor desired, and the courageous cyclist 
turned back also, w ith his wheel safely 
stored on a camel's hum p. 
Perhaps it 
was best, for it may be assumed th at if the 
man had gone up into the lake region 
w ith his 
half-dozen 
attendants, where 
Stanley has for eight years been endeavor­ 
ing to gain a foothold, we should never 
more have heard of Stevens. 


T h e story goes about that. Boulanger’s 
present plan is to appear in P aris some 
fine m orning suddenly, and on horseback, 
and at his heels a mob w ith which he will 
descend upon the Government and blot it 
out at one blow. 
It’s a fine revolutionary 
scheme, to be sure, but w hat will the Gov­ 
ernm ent be doing meanw hile? 
No, Bou­ 
langer does not look well upon horseback, 
and he knows if, and has known it ever 
since his own soldiers laughed at him as 
he bobbed in the stirrujis when he trotted 
through the drives of the Bois three years 
ago and set even the women and his own 
mistress into roars of laughter over his 
appearance. 
T he G eneral will not appear 
on horseback ; he will not appear at a ll; 
he is a hero of discretion, and as discretion 
is the better part of valor, he will content 
him self with firing proclamations at France 
at long range. 


S u l l iv a n contends th at he was ignorant 
of the law forbidding prize- fighting upon 
the soil of Mississippi. 
T hat was false 
pleading. 
H e was warned th at he was 
about to violate the law. 
T he Governor 
hail issued his proclam ation of w arning: 
the papers of the day were filled with the 
news of the warning. 
Even if Sullivan 
did not know of it, it was his duty to in­ 
quire concerning the law. 
For he went 
many hundred miles to seek out a place 
where he thought it least likely th at the 
law would lie enforced. 
The slogger’s plea 
is weak, his sentence is just. 
It is to be 
hoped th at his appeal will lie denied and 
th at he will be given opportunity to re­ 
m ain sober a year and harden his muscles 
in a Southern stone-breaking yard. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin, noting the 
fact th at Sacramento isjcoodeinning her old 
awnings, regrets th at the homely concerns 
are to “go,” because they are such excel­ 
lent shelter in summer and w inter alike.

W hat H e Says A bout the T erry Case— 
W ho H as «Jurisdiction ? 
S a n 
F rancisco, 
August 
18th.—Hon. 
Creed H aym ond, on being interviewed on 
the Terry tragedy, said : “I knew Terry 
very well. In my opinion Terry has not 
been him self for a year past. H e has been 
crazy for a year. It was not the Terry of 
former days who walked into that dining­ 
room at Latbrop among women and chil­ 
dren, and did an act that could not but in 
some way have led to bloodshed. 
It is my 
belief that if he had killed anybody dur­ 
ing the past twelve m onths he would havre* 
been acquitted on account of his m ental 
condition. It was not the Terry of a few 
years back who caused that disgraceful 
scene a few m onths ago in tbe United 
States Circuit Court. I witnessed that re­ 
m arkable defiance of the judiciary. I tried 
to calm him in his fury. 
W hen he thrust 
his baud into his bosom beneath bis vest I 
caueht his arm with my hands. 
W ith his 
g rei1 strer g h he threw me off as if I were a 
child. 
“Several weeks later a friend of m ine 
told Terry of my experience with him . 
H e was surprised, hardly believing it. 
W ith some emotion he said that he hadn’t 
the least recollection of m y actions. 
If 
United States Marshal Franks had not been 
rem arkably courageous th at day Terry 
would have been killed. A tim id man would 
have shot him . Terry m et death at the 
hands of Nagle and nothing can be done 
to him for the shooting. 
U nder tbe S ate's 
laws he is not guilty. The first subdivision 
of Section 197 says tbat homicide is justifi­ 
able when committed to prevent a murder, 
or felony, or when there is an attem pt to do 
some one great bodily injury. This latter 
clause goes further than the common law 
and the statutes of some of the other States. 
“ H om icide is not justifiable lor a mere 
blow—a simple assault not accompanied 
w ith a design to do great in ju ry .'E a c h 
case depends on its own circumstances. 
Nagle’s case has its m arked circumstances. 
A dangerous m an bad to be dealt with. 
The m an that assaulted Field bad pre­ 
viously threatened him . 
Nagle was acting 
under the authority of the N ational Gov­ 
ernm ent on account of these threats, it 
was his duty to protect Field ngainst this 
man, who was in a fury because of some 
judicial acts of F.eld. 
“H ad 
the latter 
been 
on 
a pleas­ 
ure trip, the case might have been differ­ 
ent. H e was on business as Justice of tbe 
Supreme Court. H e that attem pted to do 
him bodily injury did so at bis own peril. 
Tbe State had no authority over Nagle. 
The 6tate cannot interfere with tbe acts of 
the National Government. The latter was 
behind Nagle. H e w asdoingits command. 
The State bus nothing to do in the matter, 
fu rth er, the killing did not iake place on 
State property. The Courts of tbe United 
States have decided tbat the right of way of 
the Southern Pacific Itoad is a military 
highway of the N ational Government. The 
eating-house at Lathrop is a part of this 
highw ay.” 


W IT H O U T A P R E C E D E N T . 


J u s tic e F ie ld th e F irs t S u p re m e J u d g e 
E v e r A rre s te tl. 
S a n F rancisco, August 18th.—The arrest 
of Justice Field on a crim inal charge is 
said by lawyers to be the first case on 
record of a mem ber of the United States 
Suprem e Bench being arrested in such a 
way. Tbe older members of the Bar in 
this city do not rem em ber tbat a United 
States Circuit or District Judge was ever 
subjected to such a charge. Im peachm ents 
have been known, but that is regarded as 
entirely out of the line of the present case. 
In view of the possible culm ination of 
the Hill-Sharon contest bv reason of the 
recent tragedy, one of the attornevs for 
Mrs. Terry rem arked to a reporter that be 
thought that the case was virtually settled. 
The motion for a rehearing before the Su­ 
preme Court was denied on Friday, and 
there is another motion in the Suprem e 
Court for the appointm ent of a receiver, 
based on the petilion of Mrs. Terry, that 
the Trustees of tbe Sharon estate are 
squandering the property, but it is not an­ 
ticipated tbat anything will come of this 
last motion in the case.

The Suprem e C ourt M akes a D istinction 
in a Sentence. 
S an F rancisco. August 18th.—The Su­ 
prem e Court, sitting in bank, dismissed 
the writ of habeas corpus yesterday, sued 
out by Fie Kie and others, for release from 
the custody of tbe Sheriff of Y uba county. 
The petitioners were convicted fur con­ 
tem pt, for disobeying an injunction against 
hydraulic m ining, and were fined $500, in 
default of which they were ordered to be 
imprisoned in the County Jail at the rate 
of one day for each dollar of the fine. 
They sued out a writ, but they were held 
b7 the Suprem e Court to be legally held. 
After that, the Sheriff placed them at bard 
labor, and the Suprem e Court yesterday 
decided, in passing upon their latest appli­ 
cation, that tbe judgm ent only authorized 
their im prisonm ent as a means of collect- 
•'••j'A e hne, but not as a punishm ent. If 
a judgm ent at hard labor w tre imposed, it 
would be void. The respondent contended 
tbat the Supervisors, who bad directed all 
County Jail prisoners to be worked on 
county roads, could make any police regu­ 
lations of that character to lessen expenses. 
“If the Board could add to the judg­ 
m ent,” 9aid the Suprem e Court, “ by order­ 
ing a prisoner .to be worked on tbe streets 
as a means of rendering his im prisonm ent 
less burdensome and expensive to the 
county, they m ight, on the same principle, 
order him to be banged, thereby relieving 
the county entirely of the expense of his 
keening.” 
The Court ordered tbe petition­ 
ers released from further work, and re­ 
m anded them to the custody of the SheriC.

No. 20, 
about two m iles w est ol Benson, A. T„ at about 
11:30 o'clock on th e evening of August 12,1889.

Some additional facts have been learned 
relative to the methods adopted by the 
wreckers, though no clew to their identity 
has been discovered. That no oue was hurt 
seems to have been little short of a miracle. 
W here the derailm ent occurred the road 
crosses the m ountains and tin re is a deep 
descent from Benson toward and not far 
from T ucsod. Tb.e fishplate bolts had been 
removed from a rail and the spikes drawn 
out of the ties, so that the rail was free to 
move as soon as the pressure of the engine 
truck was applied to it. 
The train rushed 
on, and the efcgine instead of flying from 
the rail as was expected, sank down info 
the earth, the tender and cars crushing on 
it. The engineer and firemen bad a very 
lucky escape, but no one was injured.

A n E d ito r P a s s e s C o n sc ie n tio u sly on H is 
O w n W o rk .

Speaking of editors, the case of ' the ed­ 
itor who wants to contribute an article 
to some other periodical than his own—a 
magazine, for instance—is a curious one. 
For the tim e being he puts him self in the 
place of a contributor, and feels the pangs 
of a tim id author. T he Listener one knew 
a newspaper editor who was inspired to 
w rite an article of a light and entertaining 
character, suitable for a magazine. 
H e 
wrote it in his odd moments, and then set 
to speculating as to w hether it had any 
particular value. 
It seemed to him th at 
it had, but the reflection th at he m ight be 
prejudiced in its favor troubled him. 
H e 
had had precisely the same feeling when 
somebody had brought him an article that 
he wanted to judge favorably. 
How was 
he to get his owu im p artial" judgm ent on 
his own article? 
H e thought about it 
some time, and finally decided th at the 
only way to get the necessary conditions 
was to send him self the article through 
the mail, to receive it w ith other contri­ 
butions, and to treat it all the way through 
as if it were somebody else’s. 
The plan worked to a charm . 
The 
editor wrote a little note to him self to ac­ 
company the article, inclosed stamps for a 
reply or return of the m anuscript and 
mailed the whole at the postoffice. 
To­ 
ward the close of the day, when the editor 
was near the end of a * lot of wearisome 
communications, and had got him self into 
the declining mood th at comes w ith fa­ 
tig u e his article arrived. 
A fter he had 
allowed it to lie around awhile, he broke 
the seal and read it. Then he took a little 
slip, wrote on it reflectively, inclosed it 
with the m anuscript in a big envelope, 
stuck on the stamp, sealed the envelope 
and put it into the compartm ent marked 
“postoffice” in the tin box th at hung by 
the side of his desk. 
N ext morning he 
received the parcel back, and read with 
breathless interest this note, which accom­ 
panied the m anuscript: 
. ^Unavailable. 
Too discursive and triv­ 
ial in its tone. 
Should have been elabor­ 
ated with more care. 
M any passages not 
needed in the presentation of the idea. 
Contains promise, however. A uthor is ad­ 
vised to trv again.”

Several days ago the waters of the A m er­ 
ican river were turned upon Folsom ’s big 
dam, and with a roar they tore through 
the three openings which had been pre­ 
pared for them . 
The Folsom Telegraph thus describes the 
present condition of the big d a m : The 
openings easily accommodate the flow of 
water. The loose rocks are being removed 
from the bottom of the gap, and a bed of 
concrete has been laid there. One course 
of stone will be put down im m ediately. 
Getting ready to lay the first course of 
stone and preparing the foundation has 
taken up considerable time, but work will 
now be done much more rapidly and eas­ 
ier than before the gap was cleared. 
The river is lower than it has been for 
years, and this helps the lauor along 
greatly. 
The river below the dam is very m uddy 
now, th e increased force of the current, 
caused by the change in the way the river 
ran, roiling it up. 
In a couple of weeks 
the dam will be built up about level all the 
way across, and the gap be a thing of the 
pas'. 
_ 
The boundaries of the old masonry, laid 
twenty years ago. is plainly defined, and 
the work looks substantial and durable. 
H ad the plans of the same been carried 
out. we do not believe it would have been 
strong enough to have stood the immense 
weight of water that would have accum u­ 
lated behind it. The present dam will be 
twice as large, and. of course, twice as 
strong as the original one would have been. 
A large am ount of rock and gravel has 
had to be removed from the river bed in 
the gap, and is thrown outside near the 
bank of the river. 
Two engines are now used on the other 
side, and a bridge has been made across the 
river for temporary use, by sinking boxes

IMAGINARY PESTS. 


How 
Sensationalist» Let Them Loose 
Upon the Slate. 
[San Francisco Call, August 17th.] 
T he plum -grow ers of C alifornia w ere re­ 
cently throw n in to a state of oonsternatiou 
by reports th a t th e E astern plum curculio 
had m ade its appearance at Los A ngeles 
and Sacram ento, an d was w orking havoc in 
tn e orchards in those vicinities. 
It is a w ell-know n fact th at plum s can­ 
n o t be grow n to m atu rity in places infested 
by this insect, an d th e plum -grow ers began 
to look foi w ard to blighted orchards and 
b an k accounts. 
T h e atten tio n of th e State 
B oard of H orticu ltu rists w as at once called 
to th e reported advent of th e pest, and a 
th o io u g h investigation (was 
determ ined 
upon. 
T he investigation has been m ade, and 
th e only curcnlio found was in th e im agi­ 
nation of th e alarm ists w ho had spread the 
report. 
T h e investigators also paid som e 
attention to th e w ork of th e Aphelinus 
fuscipennis, a parasite th a t preys upon the 
pernicious San Jose scale. 
T h e result of 
th e ho rticu ltu rists’ labors are given in th e 
follow ing report to th e State B oard : 


T H E O tJE C fU O NOT IN CALIFORNIA. 
, 
8an Francisco, August 13,1889. 
B. if Islong, Secretar;/ State Board of Horticult­ 
ure, San ;Francisco, Cat.—Dear 8ir : in accord­ 
ance with your Executive Committee's order 
No. 3 directing me "to immediately proceed to 
Los Angeles and there make a thorough in 
vestigauon and fiud out, it possible, if the 
Eastern plum curculio is to be found at that 
place. Ii found, to enforce the law to the full­ 
est extent, and cause all infected fruit to be 
destroyed.” 
Second—Also to investigate as to the parasites 
that have been reported as destroviug the per­ 
nicious scale insects in that section, and, if 
lound, to secure cuttings, twigs, etc, for cistri- 
btniou from this office. 
Third—To consult ami advise with the County 
Horticultural Commissioners about methods of 
distributing the vedolia, spraying, etc. 
In compliance with said instructions, I beg to 
report that 1 left san Francisco August 4th, ar­ 
rived in Iz>e Augeles the next day, and worked 
there until the 12th, returning here to-day. the 
13th of August. 
At Los Augeles I secured the co-operation of 
the County Horticultural Commissioners and 
their inspectors, the sssistam e »nd advice of 
Professor D. W. Coquillet, Alexander Craw, and 
Colonel J. K. Dobbins, the last named gentleman 
liaviug been appoiu ed my deputy through your 
cons .nt aud advice. 
A systematic inspection 
was made ol all iiuit-stands and orchards, as far 
as possible in the limited time, for the curculio 
aud until I was satisfied that no curculio existed 
in Los Angeles. 
I am indebted to George Compere for informa­ 
tion that seems to give a clew to the starting of 
the repprt that has been published tbrougnout 
the Mate that curculio was to be found in Los 
Angeles. The facts-are as follows: 


STARTING OF T IIE REPORT. 
A party from the north, durlDg an inspection 
tour in Los Angeles, was taken by George Com­ 
pere to his father, P. Compere's nursery, where 
» scale, apparently new, was to be lound on an 
imported Japanese paim. received lately from 
San Francisco; also a bug that was eating the 
leavrsof plants, aud especially dektrueiive to 
the ¡lowers of the marigold. P Compere in­ 
formed him that the bug was the curculio, that 
he knew it well. During our visit Mr. Compere 
stilt said it was curculio. 
From this rtatemer 11 have no doubt the story 
got abroad, as Mr Compere has kept the bug 
story to bimself, not wishing to be anuoyed by 
the County Inspectors. IVc caught quite a num­ 
ber of bugs, male and fema e (Compere's cor- 
culle . a nul submitted them to Professor Oo- 
quillelt, who made a cirelul study and exami­ 
nation. comparing them with namcJ specimens 
aud with reports and plaits puiilished by the 
Entomological Department at Washington; he 
fully identified the specimens as Fuller's rose 
beetle. A rami;/us Putlcri. 
A full description, with plates, of this beetle 
can be iouml in Department of Agriculture Re­ 
ports lor 1878. I also submit specimens of the 
beetle. This, it seems to me, Is the story of the 
curculio. and I am satisfied that no plum cur- 
cuii j exists in Los Angeles. 


- 
A PARASITE O F TH E SCALF- 
Asto the Jphtlinus fuscipennis, a parasite of 
the pernicious (ran Jose) scale. I beg to report 
that 1 secured the seivices of Professor Coqull- 
l.-tt, a scientific entomologist, ami Colonel Dob 
bins, aud visiied the district that was said to 
have beeu rid of the pernicious scale by this 
parasite aphelinus. ibe orchard is the property 
of a Mr. Cass, located on Kasf Jefferson street. 
I/JS Angeles. This orchard had beeu reported 
as badly infected with the pernicious scale, and 
later on as having become comparatively free 
from the scale, and that the trees that bad al­ 
most reached death's door hud revived, aud 
were almost as good as new. 
The parasite was found to exist in great num­ 
bers, and the fail credit ot freeing tin- trees was 
given to this parasite. Be that as it may, we 
lound the trees in this orchard, s ill in'ected 
and appearances of the spread of the scale. a«d 
after a diligent search found only one live 
Aphelinus. We, however, secured a box of cut­ 
tings where the scale seemed affected, and Col. 
Dobbins will undertake to propagate colonics 
ou the orchard of Judge (iaruner, and it Is to be 
hoped that in a few mouths he wilt te able to 
furnish said parasites to all who want them 
I wish to say, however, that the Apt*/inus is 
not a new parasite, as it was found in San Jose 
ten years ago, and a full description of it can be 
found as then desorbed on Page 356. Agricult­ 
ural Report for 'SSJ. The Horticultural Com­ 
mission of Los Angeles county 1 found to be an 
active working board, with a corps of intelli­ 
gent inspectors, all, as far as I could determine 
in my short visit, doing their work well and 
conscientiously. 
'ihcy are distributing the vedolia, and it will 
net be many days befóte every orchard In Los 
Argeles county that Is Infested with cottony 
rnsnlon scale i Iccrya purrkati) will be mj.pln d 
with the vedolia. The work of tbc vedolia has 
lieen complete, ami seems more like a dream 
than a reality.

Gorgeous colors flashed in 
the sifnlight.

Never have men been so badly 
dressed as in this nineteenth centurv. 
Prose has triumphed over poetry, ugliness 
over beauty. 
W hat a loss to art 1 
Great 
deeds are still done. 
Great men live and 
move and act. 
Great events occur—full 
of interest and fraught with great conse­ 
quences. 
But how represent them in art? 
The heart may beat as high, the purpose 
he as noble, the act in itself as grand ; but 
how can you represent it in art, vulgarized 
by trousers, and debased to the eye by our 
modern dresses? 
This great man who il­ 
lumined our age by his wit, his wisdom, 
his courage, his foresight, his generosity, 
deserves a statue ; but how can art repre­ 
sent what the mind craves so long as he 
wears our dress?—Blackwood’s Magazine.

IMAGINARY PESTS. 


Th, W aters, of the A m erican Success­ 
fully R e v erted —The O ld M asonry. 
Several days ago tbe waters of the Amer­ 
ican river were turned upon Folsom's big 
dam, and with a roar they tore through 
the three openings which had been pre­ 
pared for them. 
The Folsom Telegraph, thus describes tbe 
present condition uf the big d am : The 
openings easily accommodate the flow of 
water. The loose rocks are being removed 
from the bottom of the gap, and a bed of 
concrete has been laid there. One course 
of stone will be put down immediately. 
Getting ready to lay the first course of 
stone and preparing the foundation has 
taken up considerable time, but work will 
now be done much more rapidly and eas­ 
ier than before the gap was cleared. 
Tbe river is lower than it has been for 
years, and this helps the labor along 
greatly. 
The river below the dam is very muddy 
Dow, tbe increased force of the current, 
caused by the change in the way the river 
ran, roiling it up. In a couple of weeks 
the dam wtil be built np about level all the 
way across, and the gap be a thing of the 
past. 
Tbe bonndaries of the old masonry, laid 
twenty years ago, is plainly defined, and 
tbe work looks substsnti&l and durable. 
Had the plans of the sarue been carried 
out. we do not believe it would have been 
strong enough to have stood the Immense 
weight of water that would have accumu­ 
lated behind it. The present dam will be 
twice as large, and, of coarse, twice as 
strong as the original one would have been. 
A large amount of rock aod gravel has 
had to be removed from the river bed in 
tbe gap. and is thrown outside near the 
bank ol tbe river. 
Two engines are now used on the other 
side, and a bridge has been made across the 
river for temporary use, by sinking boxes

H ow 
S ensationalists 
L et 
T hem Loose 
U pon th e S tate. 
[San Francisco Call, August 17th.] 
The plum-growers of California were re­ 
cently thrown into a state of oonsternation 
by reports that the Eastern plum curculio 
had made its appearance at Los Angeles 
and Sacramento, and was working havoc in 
toe orchards in those vicinities. 
It is a well-known fact that plnms can­ 
not be grown to maturity in places infested 
by this insect, and the plum-growers began 
to look foiwardto blighted orchards and 
bank accounts. The attention of the State 
Board of Horticulturists was at once called 
to the reported advent of the pest, and a 
thoiough investigation |was determined 
upon. 
The investigation has been made, and 
the only curcniio found was in tbe imagi­ 
nation of the alarmists who had spread the 
report. The investigators also paid some 
attention to the work of the Aphclinus 
fuscipennis, a parasite that preys upon the 
pernicious San Jose scale. 
The result of 
the horticulturists’ labors are given in the 
following report to tbe State Board : 
THE CIBCCUO NOT IN CALIFORNIA. 
San F rancisco, August 13,1889. 
B. U. IAomj, Secretary State Board of Horticult­ 
ure, San ¿Francisco, Octl.—D ear Sib : In accord­ 
ance with your Executive Committee’s order 
No. 3, directing me “to immediately proceed to 
lx>s Angeles and there make a thorough in ­ 
vestigation and find out, it possible, if the 
Eastern plum curculio is to be found at that 
place. If iound, to enforce the law to the full­ 
est extent, and cause all infected fruit to be 
destroyed.” 
Second—Also to Investigate as to the parasites 
that have been reported as destroying the per­ 
nicious scale insects in that section, and, if 
lound, to secure cuttings, twigs, etc, for distri­ 
bution lrom this office. 
Third—To consult and ndvise with the County 
Horticultural Commissioners about methods of 
distributing the vedolia, spraying, etc. 
In compliance with said instructions, 1 beg to 
report that 1 left ban Francisco August 4th. ar­ 
rived in Los Augeles the next- day, and worked 
there until the 12th, returning here to-day, the 
13th of August. 
At Los Angeles I secured the co-operation of 
the County Horticultural Commissioners and 
their inspectors, the assistance «ml advice of 
Professor D. W. Coquillet, Alexander Craw, and 
Colonel J. R. Dobbins, the last uanted gentleman 
having been appoln ed my deputy through your 
cons nt and advice. 
A systematic inspection 
was made of all liuit-stands and orchards, as far 
as possible in the limited time, for the curculio 
and until I was satisfied that no curculio existed 
in Los Angeles. 
I am indebted to George Compere for informa 
tion that Beems to give a clew to the starting of 
the report that has been published throughout 
the ttate that curculio was to be found in Los 
Angeles. The l'actaare as follows; 
STARTING OF TliE REPORT. 
A party from the north, during an inspection 
tour in Los Angeles, was taken by George Com­ 
pere to his father, P. Compere's nursery, where 
a scale, apparently new, was to be lound on an 
imported Japanese palm, received lately from 
San Francisco ; also a bug that was caring the 
leaves of plants, and especially destructive to 
' ' 
trlgold. P. Compere in 
formed him that the bug was the curculio, that 
the ¡lowers of the mar 


he knew it well. Daring our visit Mr. Compere 
still said It was curculio. 
From this statem ent I have no doubt the story 
got abroad, as Mr Compere bus kept tbe bug 
story to himself, not wishing to be annoyed by 
the County Inspectors. We caught quite a num ­ 
ber of bugs, male and fern a e (Compere's cor­ 
cuiio). aua I submitted them to Professor Co- 
quillett, who made a cirelul study and exam i­ 
nation, comparing them with named specimens 
aud w ith reports and plates published by the 
Entomological Department at Washington; he 
fully identified the specimens as Fuller's rose 
beetle. Aramipus Fullrri.

TRIED THE ELIXIR. 


H . S eym our, an A ged M iner, W an ted to 
b e R e ju v en ated . 
[S. F. Chronicle. August 18th.] 
A local railroad in an who arrived home 
front Nevada City, yesterday, says that he 
saw tbe effects of a trial of tbe elixir in 
that town. The expenmenter and disciple 
of Brown-Seqnard is a young doctor of the 
mining town, and the patient a well-known 
aged miner. 
Henry Seymour is known by mining 
men all over the State as the lucky man, 
who, on two occasions “struck it rich,” 
but who is now not particularly burdened 
with wealth. In the first strike be made 
1,000, and to use an expressive, even if 
inelegant phrase, “ he blew it all in.” The 
second time he is reported to have made 
$150,000, and now he has not very much 
more than what he stands up in. He is a 
cheerful and remarkably well-preserved 
man, and is a general favorite, verging on 
his eightieth year. Hale and hearty as he 
is, he nevertheless was desirous of beiog 
more nimble on his “pins," and sought out 
the young doctor referred to when he 
heard of tne elixir. 
The medical man was glad to have a pa­ 
tient so ready tobeexperimentedupon, and 
a few days Bgo he injected the elixir in the 
right fore-arm 
of the miner. The fluid 
was taken, it is said, from a young pig. At 
first the man did not suffer any inconven­ 
ience, nor yet did he feel in any way reju­ 
venated. After a short time the arm in the 
neighborhood of the injected part became 
much inflamed, and on the third day the 
swelling bad spread down to the hand and 
up to the shoulder. When last seen by the 
informant referred to, the miner’s arm had 
swelled terribly. It had a purple color and 
gave him 
the most intense pain. The 
fingers of 
the hand were double their 
natural size, and it is impossible to pull a 
coat over the arm. Doctors who have been 
called in entertain the gravest doubts as to 
the man’s chances of recovery, even if his 
arm is amputated. 
A consultation was to 
be held yesterday to decide what should be 
dooe in the case.

1 beg to report 
that 1 secured the service* of Professor Coqull- 
lett, a scientific entomologist, and Colonel Dob 
bins, and visited the district that was said to 
have been rid of the pernicious scale by this 
parasite apbelinus. the orchard Is the property 
of a Mr. Cass, located on Kssf Jefferson street, 
I/as Angeles. This orchard had been reported 
as badly infected with the pernicious scale, and 
later on as having become comparatively free 
from the scale, and that the trees that had al­ 
most reached death's door had revived, aud 
were almost as good as new. 
The parasite wa* found to ex ¡at In great mim- 
here, and the full credit of freeing the trees was 
given to this parasite. Be that as it may, we 
fouud the .trees in this orctmrd. s ill infected, 
and appearance* of the spread or the scale, and 
after a diligent starch fouud onl* one live 
Aphrlmus. We, however, secured a box of cut­ 
tings where Ihe scale seemed affected, and Onl. 
Dobbins will undertake to propagate colonies 
on the orchard of Judge Gardner, aud ft is to be 
hoped that In a few month* he will i e able to 
turaish said parasites to all who want them 
I wish to say. however, lliat the Aphclinus is 
not a new parasite, as it was found in San Jose 
teu years ago, end a full description of it can be 
found as then d o rr.b ed ou page 356. Agricult­ 
ural He port for 1880. The Horticultural Com­ 
mission of I*os Angeles county t found to be an 
active working board, with a corps of Intelli­ 
gent inspectors, ail, a* far as i could determine 
in ray short visit, doing their work well and 
conscientiously. 
'they are distributing the vedolls, and It will 
not he re any days befóte every orchard in Los 
Argeles countv that Is infested with cottony 
cusulon scale (leciya parchan) will besuppliid 
with the vedolia. The work of the vedolia has 
l>oen complete, and seems more like a dream 
than a reality.

THAT ADD 
TO LIFE’S ENJOYMENT.

For many years ambitious newspaper 
men in this country cast envious eyes at 
the great comic journals of Europe, which 
have contributed so largely to the making 
of history across the water, and although 
from the earlier part of the century in­ 
numerable humorous weeklies were started 
from time to time, and in some instances 
enjoyed a fleeting popularity, not one of 
them was really successful until Puck be­ 
came firmly established in the popular re­ 
gard. 
Puck's prosperity began less than a 
decade ago and paved the way for the suc- 
cesss of several other papers of its class. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the 
number of comic papers which have failed 
in this country runs far into the hundreds, 
and the amount of money squandered on 
them far into the millions of dollars. 
There were many reaábns for these fail­ 
ures, chief among which was the fact that 
they had to create a field for themselves, 
whereas nowadays the comic weekly is 
looked upon as a necessity, and a new 
venture in that line has only to secure for 
itself a share of the patronage which 
stands ready for any publication with fun 
in it. 
• 
Of the great comic papers of Europe, 
the Flicgcnde Blactter, published in Mu­ 
nich, is by far the best. 
Messrs. Braun & 
Schneider, its projirietors and editors, have 
one of the best and most complete print­ 
ing establishments in the world, and, 
moreover, receive gratuitous contributions 
from the very best humorous artists in 
Germany, who esteem it a high honor to 
have their pictures appear in such a pop­ 
ular journal. 
They have no regular staff) 
but rely entirely on outside contributions. 
Among the artists who have been brought 
into prominence by the Flicgcnde Blaetter 
may be meutioned Wilhelm Busch, Ober- 
laender and .Schlittgen, the last named 
occupying in German society a position 
similar to that which Du Maurier enjoys 
in England. 
Another German paper which has ex­ 
erted a great influence politically is the 
Berlin Kladdcradatsch, which started dur­ 
ing the revolution of 1S48 and has been a 
leader of the oppositicn ever since. 
It 
has numbered among its readers the Em­ 
peror Nicholas of Kussia, the Emperor 
Louis Napoleon, and, indeed, nearly every 
statesman and potentate in Europe. 
Its 
caricatures of Napoleon’s waxed mustache 
and the three hairs on Bismarck’s head 
helped to make it famous from one end of 
the world to the other. 
These were the 
work of A\ ilhelm Schol/., who has been 
identified with the paper ewer since its 
inception in the stormy days of ’48, and is 
still the chief member of its staff. 
Herr 
Seliolz is the oldest caricaturists in Europe, 
and, although but a poor draughtsman, is 
noted for the force and humor of his pic­ 
tures. 
In Paris the Journal Amusanl and La 
Caricature stand first among the multitude 
of comic weeklies. 
Grevin, Mars and 
Caron d’Ache may be mentioned as the 
most popular artists contributing to these 
papers. 
Punch is, of course, the leading funny 
paper of England, and Du Maurier anil 
Tenniel are its principal artists. Du Mau­ 
rier stands unrivaled as a delineator of 
English society, while Tenniel’s political 
cartoons, taken by themselves, are a com­ 
plete history of England during the past 
quarter of a century. 
All these papers were carefully studied 
by Messrs. Ivoppler and Schwarzmann 
when they started Puck, and they wisely 
determined to imitate none of them in 
their American venture. 
Their colored 
cartoons attracted attention from the first, 
but it was a Ieng time before the paper be­ 
came an assured success. 
Many a time 
the question of abandoning the English 
edition was seriously discussed in the Ihick 
otiiee, and it was a weary and discouraging 
struggle before it finally reached a paying 
basis. 
" 
‘ 
° 
Sydney Rosenfeld was the first editor of 
Pack. _ lie was succeeded by II. C. Bunner, 
who still holds the position, and is also 
well known as a writerof stories and verse. 
Eosenfeld meantime has achieved renown 
as a writer and adapter of plays and li­ 
bretti. J. A. Wales, an artist of great 
originality and ability, left Puck to found 
the Judge, and died a few years ago. Fred. 
Opper, who came from Frank Leslie’s to 
Puck, is still a inetulier of tiie staff, and is 
one of the best comic artists in the coun­ 
try. 
lie possesses the rare art of making 
pictures that are really funny in them­ 
selves, and awaken laughter in the be­ 
holder before he has time to decipher the 
legend which accompanies them. 
A col­ 
lection of his best pictures has been pub­ 
lished in a volume called the “Opper 
Book,” which has had a wide sale. 
* 
C. Jay Taylor, one of the best artists on 
the paper, was formerly on the Graphic. 
H is industry is shown’by the quantity of 
his work, while its fine qualities mark him 
as a conscientious and talented man. 
R. K. M uuk it trick, well known as a 
poet anil humorist, has been a memlter of 
the staff for about eight venrs, and was 
prior to that time on HVd Oats, which 
succumbed to the fell destroyer about the 
time that its colored rival appeared in the 
field. 
Mr. Munkittrick has a solemn lace 
and a witty tongue. 
He resides in Sum­ 
mit, X. J., and does most of his work at 
home. 
The German edition of Puck is edited by 
< arl Hauser, who has also been an actor 
and playwright. 
Mr. Hauser enjoys great 
popularity amona the Germans of New 
York, and is in great demand on all fes­ 
tive occasions, when he is invariably called 
upon for a poem or recitation. 
* 
Pick's rival, Judge, was established a few 
years ago, after the downfall of Chir, by J. 
A. M ales, and after various vicissitudes 
fell into the hands of J. W. Arkell, iu 
present proprietor. 
The first editor of 
Judge was George Small, since dead, who 
wrote under the name of “ Bricktop.” 
He 
was succeeded by George II. Jessop, the 
well-known writer of plays. 
Its present 
editor is Isaac M. Gregory, formerly of the 
Graphic. 
The artistic head of the paper is Bern­ 
hard Gillam, who was for some time one 
of the chief cartoonists on Puck. 
It was 
during this period that he made himself 
famous by his pictures of the “Tattooed 
Man, which unquestionably had immense 
weight in the campaign of 1884. 
Mr, 
Gillam is _ an Englishman by birth, but 
came to this country so young’ that he is 
an American to all intents and pur^ioses. 
He has an observant eye, plenty of ideas 
and remarkable ability as a political car­ 
toonist. 
Associated with him on Judge 
are Mr. Zimmerman and H. S. Goodwin. 
The former began his artistic career on 
l uck, and left that journal with Mr. Gillam 
U> assume his present position on Judge. 
Mr. Goodwin makes a specialty of ideas 
and rough designs for cartoons. 
He also 
writes sketches and dialogues for Judge 
anil other comic pajters. «Fits income from 
these sources is said to }>c very large. 
Another ja per which has proved suc­ 
cessful in more senses than one is Life, 
which was founded about eight years ago 
by J. A. Mitchell, the artist.

Mr. Miller, whose energy and 
fihe business qualities contributed largely 
ioward making Life a valuable newspaper 
property, has since then found his reward, 
and is now a partner in the business. 
Mr. 
Martin was succeeded by Henry Guy 
Carleton, whose “Thompson-street Poker 
Club” proved an instant and enduring suc­ 
cess. 
fb e next editor was J. K. Bangs, 
who is now editor of Munmfs Weekly and 
a member of the editorial staff of Harper’s. 
H is successor on Life was Frank W hite, a 
bright New York journalist, who had pre­ 
viously contributed to the different comic 
weeklies with a fair degree of success. Mr. 
W hite resigued his position last spring to 
go to London, and was succeeded by James 
Metcalfe, the present iucumbent. 
Life's earlier years were passed in Mr. 
M itchell’s studio 
on 
Broadway, near 
Twenty-seventh street, but some time ago 
it moved to the offices which it now occu­ 
pies on West Twenty-third street, near 
Fifth avenue. 
The paper is a very profit­ 
able one, and as it does not use colors nor 
maintain an extensive plant, it is con­ 
ducted with a comparatively small amount 
of trouble. 
Tid-Bits, which was started as a sort of 
five-cent imitationof Life, has since changed 
its name to Time, and raised its price to 
ten cents. 
It has not yet succeeded in 
making much of a noise in the world, 
though its witticisms are widely quoted. 
Tagus Siftings started in an unobtrusive 
way in Austin, Texas, and leaped into im­ 
mediate popularity by sheer force of ori­ 
ginality and cleverness. 
It soon outgrew 
the narrow limits of its native town and 
opened an office in New York, where it is 
now published by its founders, Messrs. 
Sweet and Knox. 
It has a very large cir- 
lation and makes a great deal of money, 
although its humor is largely of the old- 
fashioned stovepipe 
and goat 
variety. 
That there are people who still delight in 
these primitive jokes is proved by the 
continued prosperity of the Siftings. 
Humor lias now become a part of the 
daily food of the American reading public; 
for besides the sources of supply already 
named nearly every paper of importance 
has its own “funny man” or humorous de­ 
partment, and in some cases, as, for in­ 
stance, the Detroit Free Press, the funny 
man has given his journal a national repu­ 
tation. 
Bailey, of the Danbury News, was one of 
the first of these “funny,” and for a time 
his 
paper enjoyed a wide circulation 
throughout the country, chiefly because of 
Bailey’s account of the putting up of 
stovepipes, the slipping on banana peels, 
and the many wayward coquetries of the 
American goat. 
Bob Burdette made a reputation first 
for the Burlington Hatckeye and afterward 
for himself, 
lie is still an active worker 
in the field of humor. 
Bill Nye first came before the public as 
a Western humorist, but removed to New 
York a few years ago, and is now one of 
the most successful men in his craft in the 
United States. 
Ilis weekly letter is dupli- 
crted in about fifty papers, and his income- 
from writing and lecturing is said to ex­ 
ceed 820,000 per annum. 
Bill Nye resides 
on Staten Island, and in spite of the enor­ 
mous quantity of work that he turns out, 
manages to maintain a high standard of 
excellence from one year’s end to the 
other. 
In that particular he is the envy 
of his brothers of the press. 
The superb buildings which are now 
occupied by Puck and Judge show more 
plainly than words the wonderful growth 
of a business which ten years ago was 
looked upon as a hopeless one. The amount 
of money earned by successful comic ar­ 
tists and writers is also an illustration of 
what comic journalism has become in this 
country, and it is not improbable that the 
beginning of the next century will find 
the emoluments of the professional humor­ 
ist even greater than they are to-day. 


SUNNITES 
AND SHEITES. 


T lic T w o G r e a t D ivisions^ A m o n g th e 
Moslems. 
There are among the Moslems two great 
divisions, the Sunnites and tl.e Sheites. 
The Turks are all Sunnites, the Persians 
all Sheites. 
They differ in that the latter 
regard Ali, the nephew and son-in-law of 
Mohammed, with greater love than tbey 
do Mohammed himself. 
A li married Fa­ 
tima, Mohammed’s daughter, and by her 
had two sons, Hassan and Ilusein. ’ It is 
said that 
Mohammed 
predicted their 
death ; 
and indeed one day Ali and his 
two sons, and a large number of friends 
and adherents, were 
massacred. 
The 
Sheites declare thai Mohammed encom­ 
passed their death, and to this day the two 
sects hate each other even more than they 
do the Christians. The anniversary of this 
fatal day is celebrated religiously every 
year among the Sheites. 
They gather in 
groups around a ceitain man, who, seated 
in their midst on some elevated spot, be­ 
gins the recital in a monotone of the 
tragedy. 
Gradually he warms up, he be­ 
comes excited, he throws up his hands, he 
even sobs with anguish as he proceeds, and 
graphically describesjthe misfortunes of the 
ill-fated Ali and his two sons. 
And his 
audience, with downcast eyes reverently 
shaded with their hands, follow wiih alí- 
absorbing interest his words. 
Presently 
they begin so sob, and finally to cry aloud 
with anguish, and beat their heads and 
breasts and tear their hair. 
The ^ reciter sways his audience with 
thronging words of passion, with soft 
whispers of entreaty, with broken ejacula­ 
tions of agony. 
Then suddenly his mood 
changes. 
What has passed has been a 
confession of their sin and a confession of 
the justice of any punishment that might 
fall on them. 
For the Sheites were origi­ 
nally Sunnites and approved of the death 
of Ali, and it was only later that they be­ 
came Sheites and seceded from the Sun­ 
nites, and by this ceremony they lament 
over and expiate the sins of their fore­ 
fathers. 
And now succeeds earnest prayer 
with upraised hands to God to receive Ali 
and his sons into favor and to pardoriHhem 
in H is mercy. Then, when this is finished, 
narghilehs or hubble-bubbles are handed 
round, and the whole company enjoy a 
quiet smoke to calm their excited feelings. 
In some places knives are made use of,and 
fearful wounds self-inflicted, and in some 
cases death has resulted. 
Last year (1888) 
the anniversary was on September 10th. 
But with the pilgrims we had this cere­ 
mony continually, night and day, until it 
became a nuisance, and orders were given 
that after 8 p. M. no more noise should be 
made. 
Yet, strange to say, while accusing 
hiin of this murder and condemning his 
action, the Sheites do not deny that Mo­ 
hammed is the true and only prophet of 
God. 
W ith the Sunnites Aliand his sons 
are of no account.— The Comhil! Magadne

As for me person­ 
ally. the suffering of an animal affects me 
so much that I would never shoot a bird, 
and the crv of a wounded skylark pierces
